Du ring his 25-year tenu re, with 
t-bis large u tility organization, he served in variou s capaci­ 
ties. bu t for many years was directly associated with their 
agricu ltu ral development division and had close contacts 
with scores of indu stries, railroads and diversified manu fac­ 
tu rers throu ghou t the cou ntry. He came to Dixon in 1927 
and resigned his post with Pu blic Service in 1959. 


Wo meldo rff will Im* aided in his industrial dev elo p­ 
ment wo rk by a co mmittee o f mo re than 29 lo cal civ ic 
leaders, and he has stressed that it will be a team effo rt.
